TROUBLES IN SPAIN. 

General Primo ps Rivera has taken 
over personal command of the .Span- 
ish forces in Africa, and the class of 
1924 has-been summoned to the col- 
ors. -It'is a move-in two directions— 
against the Moorish tribesm@n and 
against the opponents of the military 
Directorate at home, The two. prob- 
lems are closely connected. The Di- 
rectorate came into power as an ex- 
pression of national impatience and 
disgust. with the humiliating and cost- 
‘ly defeats inflicted ‘upon the Spanish 
forces, in the Riff. The. reason for 
them) was not primarily . incompe- 
tence in the Spanish Army, but the 
vicious system of politics and graft at 
home. For mahy years the Govern- 
ment had been regarded as almost the 
private perquisite of a few. great fam- 
ilies who: solemnly rotated if. office 
under the meaningless labels. of Con- 
sef'vative ahd Liberal. This system 
of caciques operated-also in the the- 
atre of war in Africa. Commanding 
officers were incompetent or worse 
and cabals ran riot among the officers. 
For the rank and file the result was 
tragic. Ten thousand Spanish troops 
were destroyed. in one battle. 

Had Proxo pm Rivera succeeded in 
turning the tide of affairs in the Riff 
in Spain’s favor, there is little doubt 
that he would be meeting less opposi- 
tion at home, The one thing a dic- 
tator must do is succeed; and the war 
has not been going well. Mountain 
warfare against ‘such resourceful op- 
ponents as the Moers is tedious at 
best, the demoralization. of years ap- 
parently could not be overcome at 
once, and the nation has tired of-the 
constant: drain of soldiers and money. 
No.doubt the inescapable. concomitants 
of any dictatorship have operated. 
The persecution and exile of men like 
Professor UNAMUNO~ has made a 
sharper issue between the Directorate 
and Liberal opinion than General 
MRivera may have intended at the be- 
ginning. It ts significant that the 
Directorate had its rise in Barcelona, 
which is the trdditional home of 
Spanish radicalism. Under Rivera 
there “has been enacted a law of ad- 
ministrative decentralization “which 
confers extensive powers of self-gov- 
ernment. on the municipalities, and 
which, in the! opinion of-foreign ob- | 
servers, can do a great deal for the 
rehabilitation of public life—provided 
the law can bé putin force and main- 
tained against the deep-rooted habits 
of political corruption. 

It is General Rivera’s policy to bring 
the Riff war to an end by withdraw- 
ing the Spanish troops to an impreg- 
nable position and-there standing! on 
the defensive, thus terminating the 
continual draft on the nation’s re- 
sources, nerves and pride.” Upon his 
success in carrying out this plan seems 
to depend his. own hold upon power. 
He is pledged to liquidate the Directo- 
rate as soon as the Moorish war has 
been terminated ‘and domestic reforms 
are put through. y

There were probably more than 15,- 
000 in the French yictorious columns, 
mutilated, not all. as© Oedipus Rex, 
with eyes torn out, but some without 
legs, some without arms, some with 
faces that even their dearest friends 
could not look upon without revulsion. 
As Tue Times Paris correspondent 
describes the scene, the most pathetic 
part*of it must have been the blinded 
ones (to some of whom the American 
Committee for Men Blinded in Battle 
is still giving light through training 
and .work) “who marched ~hand- 
locked, unseeing,’’ at the head of the 
procession, ‘‘ past hordes ‘of- silent, 
bareheaded onlookers:”. And the visi-
